A popular fallacy tells us that a 
cuckoo lays eggs in another bird’s nest. 
$ he does not. She lays eight eggs on 
the ground. Tbe eggs are in size, col­ 
or, spots and shape in accordance with 
the information obtained, say. in Leigh 
woods: Out of the eight eggs five or 
six would closely resemble tho hedge 
sparrow’s. 
The other two might be 
those of a titlark, a wren or a linnet. 
Iler male friends—about three or four 
to each lady—now come forward, se­ 
lect each an egg and carry it in its 
mouth to the nest of the prearranged 
foster mother. Only one cuckoo egg is 
placed in one nest. If he finds a cuckoo 
has preceded him ou the same errand 
he seeks another cradle, knowing in a 
moment amid all the eggs present the 
cuckoo pedigree. 
The deluded mother hatches the in­ 
truder with her own brood, and the in­ 
terloper, having the faculty of being 
hatched sooner than the others, is of 
course the first to come out of his shell. 
He manages to wriggle underneath his 
brothers and sisters and presents them 
as a heave offering to the ex pectant 
rodents, mice, rats, stoats, and what 
not, and within twelve hours of his ex 
istence is the supreme occupier of the 
nest. He keeps his black mouth wide 
open continually, which the father and 
mother of the departed chickens as 
constantly fill until his body is too big 
for his home, and he depart» « therefrom 
forever. 
The cuckoo leaves the last week of 
July. 
lie is a restless being. 
After 
leaving Europe he begins in the north 
of Africa and ends at the Cape of 
Good Hope, whence he returns to Eu­ 
rope in the spring. 
Why does he go 
away and why come back? Food—the 
food he loves—the hairy caterpillars. He 
will eat other grubs, but these are his 
hourly bread. 
It lias been estimated in round num­ 
bers that out of every 100 hairy cater­ 
pillars that wriggle into life 99 are de­ 
voured by cuckoos. 
Everywhere na­ 
ture is careful to maintain her balance. 
The cuckoo keeps down the millions of 
billions of hairy caterpillars aud pre­ 
serves our cornfields from being eaten 
up by hedge sparrows. The cuckoo is 
a born conservative and as long as he 
lives returns annually to the neighbor­ 
hood of his birth.—Western (England) 
Press.

NEW PRIMARY ELECTION LAW 


FOR TOE STATE OF ILLINOIS 


By Its Pro visio ns Candidates fo r Office Will Here­ 
after Be No minated by Direct Vo te 
o f the Peo ple. 


RADICAL CHANGE FROM FORMER CONDITIONS 


Fixed Dates fo r Primaries, Which Will Be Held o n the 
Same Day Thro ugho ut the State by 
Parties Qualifying. 


O ld -Tim e Cau cu ses a Th in s o f th e Past-W h at Can d id ates Mu st 
No w Do To Be No min ated fo r Office— 
Po in ts to Vo ters. 


The new primary election law of 
Illinois, as enacted by the Forty-fourth, 
general assembly of Illinois means that 
hereafter, instead of the usual eau- 
cases that hav e been held, each candi­ 
date for a nomination must submit his 
candidacy to an election. 
Tbe law as herein detined applies to 
all counties of the state with the ex­ 
ception of Cook. 
The law applies to the state, con­ 
gressional 
districts, 
senatorial 
dis­ 
tricts, counties, and all cities and v il­ 
lages hav ing a population of more than 
1,0U0. 
It does not apply to township 
officers, which are distinct from city 
officers. 
There is nothing in the law to pre­ 
v ent the nomination of candidates by 
petition. 
Nominations 
by 
petition 
m ust be filed witb the proper otncers 
before 12 o’clock noon of the day pre- 
v ious to the day fixed for the primary | 
election. 
[For detail imformation as 
to the manner in which candidates I 
may be nominated by petition, see sec-' 
tion 4. 5 and 6 of an act entitled "An 
not to prov ide for * * * the noiuina- J 
tion of 
candidates for public office, 
* * *” approv ed June 22, 181)1, in force 
July 1, 1891. J 
In securing signatures on a peti­ 
tion, paper of uniform size must be 
used, and be 
pla c e d together in book 
form. Some resident v oter of the pre­ 
cinct oy district where signatures are 
secured must [» ersonaliy witness the 
signing of each person, 
and at 
the 
bottom of each sheet must be able to 
make affidav it that he saw the person 
sign, and that he knows the signer to 
lie a bona fide resident and v oter in 
the primary. 
If a v oter who signs a 
petition otters to v ote at a primary, 
or v otes at a primary, he is guilty of 
illegal v oting and may Ix* sent to the 
penitentiary. 
Any person v oting at a 
primary is debarred from 
signing a 
petition. 
W hen E lectio n s A re H eld. 
Primaries 
for cities 
and 
v illages 
shall be held the first Saturday in 
March. 
Primaries for nominations of 
officers for general elections will be 
held on the last Saturday in April. 
Only political parties hav ing cast 
ten per cent, of the v ote for presiden­ 
tial electors at the last preceding 
general election can hav e a primal j 
ticket. 
At least thirty days before a pri­ 
mary election, the county central com­ 
mittee of each political party sinsll 
hold a meeting, a notice of which 
shall be sent to each member of said 
committee at least one week prior to 
the date of said meeting. And at said 
meeting the said county central com­ 
mittee shall first determine whether 
or not the sev eral county officers shall 
be nominated at the primary election, 
or by delegates chosen a t such pri­ 
mary to the county conv ention; the 
names of all candidates for countv 
offices shall be printed in a v ertical 
column on the primary ballot and the 
candidate who shall receiv e the high­ 
est number of v otes shall hav e tin 
v ote of all the delegates from 
the 
primary district us hereinafter pro­ 
v ided, and if the said committee shall 
determine Shat said officers shall bo 
nominated by primary ballot at such 
primary, tiiey shall next deteiinim 
whether said officers shall he nomi­ 
nated by a majority or plurality v ote 
at such primary, and said committee 
shall also file in the county clerk's 
office of the respectiv e county, a cab 
for the county conv ention of its party. 
Each member of the committee must 
be personally present to be entitled to 
a v ote, * Proxies are not allowed. 
A member, howev er, can designate 
by letter how his v ote vv ould be cast 
if lie were present. 
N o tices o f E lectio n . 
Notices of primary elections must be 
published in at least one newspaper 
by the county clerk fiftee" days before . 
ihev are to take place. 
The Judges will be selected ns

12 o'clock noon until 7 o’clock p. 
in., on the same day throughout the 
state.

clerks of general elections, under the 
general election laws of this State. 
If, at the time for the opening of a 
primary election, one of the primary 
judges be absent or refuses to act, Uie 
judges present 
shall appoint 
some 
qualified elector of the primary district 
to act in his place. 
The judges of election shall permit 
each different ticket of delegates to be 
represented by a challenger, chosen by 
a majority of those named for dele­ 
gates on any particular ticket. 
j 
D ifferen t C o lo red B allo ts. 
Each political party will hav e a 
ballot of different colored paper. The 
v oter must declare his political party 
affiliation, and when this is done, the 
judge is authorized to giv e him only 
the ballot of the party he declares he 
belongs to. 
Any person refusing to 
declare his party affiliation can not 
v ote. A declaration of politics is held 
binding for two years. 
The county or city clerk will desig­ 
nate the kind of paper to be used and 
will sell same at cost to those desir­ 
ing primary ballots. 
Candidates and 
otliers must pay the expense of ballots, 
the clerks controlling the arrangement
